McKinsey, district judge of Wise, 
Jack and Parker counties, made an­ 
other address before the Citizens’ 
League of Fort Worth, in which he 
severely criticised the Ku Klux Elan. 
During his remarks ne stated, accord­ 
ing to the report in the Dallas News, 
that some “miserable creatures” had 
sworn to affidavits attacking his mor­ 
als and character. 
He stated that 
the Elan had produced these men 
to swear the affidavits. This is about 
the third time the judge has made 
an anti-klan speech in Fort WTorth.

This is the reason, he said, when 
members of the klan are called be­ 
fore the grand jury they always stand 
on “their constitutional right and re­ 
fuse to answer questions. 
When they 
tell you the courts have failed, they 
are telling an untruth,” Judge Mc­ 
Kinsey said. 
“It looks to me like 
the klan has failed because most of 
our judges, officials and jurors ar* 
klansmen and if the law-breakers are 
not sent up it is the klan’s fault and 
not the faults of the courts, because 
they will go by the law if given a 
( hance.”— Dallas News.

try, made by Uncle Sam, shows that 
pure-bred livestock has forty per cent 
greater earning power-—without tak­ 
ing into account its breeding or sale 
value— than scrub stock. 
One of the most effective meas­ 
ures which the average farm er of the 
present era can practice in lessening 
the leaks and losses which are liable 
to put a big crimp on his annual prof­ 
its is to cull the non-productive mis- 
J 've®t°ck from his herds and 
flocks. 
Pure-breds are superior to 
scrub stock because they are heavier 
and more economical producers of 
meat, milk, wool, mutton and pork. 
Th© pure-breds mature earlier and 
show beter conformation and quality. 
The offspring of pure-bred sires gen­ 
erally command at least fifty per cent 
higher prices than mongrel young­ 
sters of common breed. 
These are 
'th e reports made by 525 experienced 
stockmen who own more than 25,000 
pure-bred farm animals and 30,000 
* fowls. 
In the last decade thes^ live­ 
stock producers have used pure-bred 
sires while about one-third of all 
their fem ale stock is also pedigreed. 
During the last couple of years, 
Uncle Sam has been fostering a big 
drive known as “B etter Sires— Bet­ 
ter Stock” campaign, the ultim ate 
aim of which is to place a pure-bred 
male at the head of every herd or 
flock of farm anim als in the country. 
Naturally, gratifying results in such 
an enorm ous work com es but slowly. 
It is a tedious m atter to revamp sta­ 
bles and herds. 
It takes tim e to get

Ordinary, surplus pure-breds are 
readily salable at profitable prices. 

However, sales and prices depend 
largely on the quality of stock as

! records as well as the business abilitv 
of the breder. 
Most of the farmers 
who now are using pure-bred sires 
are satisfied with the quality of off­ 
spring obtained. 
As they gain great­ 
er experience, many of them pur­ 
chase even better sires in order to 
improve the progeny. 
About three- 
fourths of the leading breeders re­ 
port that pure-bred sires of good 
quality can be had now in abundance 
at fair prices.

TOWS SPEEJACKS 
ACROSS PACIFIC 


First Story of Progress of Gowen 


Party in Globe-Circling 


Trip in Yacht. 


ENJOYED THEIR LONG PULL 


Eastern Queen Tows Yacht From Pa­ 
nama to Teokea— Captain Swenson's 
Last View of Spsejacks Party 
Was in Harbor at Sydney. 


New York.—The first story of the 
Speejacks has come to the port from 
which she sailed last August on the 
first leg of her 50,000-mile voyage 
around the world. 
For eight months 
Albert Y. Gowen, Chicago business 
man and owner of the Speejacks, has 
been pushing the prow of his 98-foot 
yacht lim ugh South Pacific waters, 
and except tor a brief bulletin sent six 
weeks ago from Raluul, New Britain, 
to 
the 
ship 
construction 
company 
which built i!ii> craft, nothing has been 
heard of this second “Cruise of the 
Snark.” 
Last week, however, the S. S. E ast­ 
ern Queen docked at Baltimore, and 
her captain, X. A. Swenson, came on 
to New York with his story of the 
Speejacks, the first story of the ad­ 
venturers. For Captain Sweiisen towed 
the 
S p e e j a c k s 
behind 
tile 
Eastern I 
Queen more than 4,000 miles, from 
Panama to Teokea, and taler saw tin* 
Cowen party on their sturdy craft in 
Sydney, Australia, before the adven­ 
turers left that port for Java and 
Borneo. 
Captain Swenson was with the Spee­ 
jacks on one of the most interesting 
parts of her voyage, her longest jump 
from land to land, and lie tells a story 
of the trip from Panama to Teokea. 
When Mr. Gowen prepared to leave 
New York last August his boat, spe­ 
cially built for the voyage, was ex 
pected to proceed under lier own power 
all the way, traversing the globe just 
south of the Equator. 
Her cruising 
range, however, was limited to 3.000 
miles, and in order to make the first 
lap of the trip from Panama to the 
Marquesas islands without mishap and 
with a saving of fuel, Mr. Gowen con­ 
tracted with the United States ship­ 
ping board to be t o w e d to Teokea by 
Hie first shipping hoard boat which 
made the trip. 
Tho Eastern Queen, 
bound for Sydney, Australia, was dele­ 
g a t e d to the task. 
“The last we saw of the Speejacks,” 
said Captain Swensen. “was shortly 
after Christmas—tile ‘27th or the ‘28th. 
She was in Neutral harbor. Sydney. 
w here the C ow e n s spent Christmas, 
and we were all invited over to see 
them. 
They were then in high spirits 
and a n x i o u s to get along into tile is­ 
lands and heading west. 


E n T our. 
“ We left New York on September lh 
with a light cargo. 
Headed down the 
coast and went through tile canal on 
t h e 28th, laying to alongside the Spec 
jacks Hie next day, j u s t off Balboa, 
There we put a line on her. putting 
an eight-inch hawser around lier from 
s t e m to s t e r n and hack to s t e m to re­ 
lieve t h e strain on her hawse pipes 
We fastened lier behind t h e F asten ’ 
Queen with boo fathoms of eight-inei: 
ma iii Ut hawser, tying to the halter xx* 
h a d around her. Then we were off foi 
Teokea and Tahiti. 
“ W ed been out two days and the 
weather was holding fine. 
The Spee- 
j a r k s was bobbing along behind us like 
a big cork on the end of a string. But 
I knew from the strain she was exert­ 
ing that 
if we hit 
any wind and 
weather the Speejacks w a s going to 
pluy havoc with that eight-inch hawser 
So we hove to and put iii a day chang­ 
ing the eight-inch hawser for a ten 
inch. 
"We got ttie big hawser out on de<’h 
and put one cud overboard. 
Then we 
lowered a boat, which took charge of 
the loose end of Hie hawser. The small 
boat then rowed toward the Speejacks 
w h ile we payed out hawser and slowly 
proceeded, pulling the Speejacks and 
leaving the small boat behind. 
There 
w e r e lots of sharks in that watej, and 
if the m e n in the boat had slipped up 
anywhere they w oil hi hate capsized in­ 
to the m id s t of them. 
But they didn’t. 
“We got the big hawser aboard the 
Speejacks, made a new bridle for it. 
and then took off the eight-inch haw­ 
ser—ami there we were, all ready for 
anything, with 300 fathoms of ten-inch 
hawser instead of the lighter line. 
Luckily we did not strike any bad 
weather during the whole 4,200 miles. 
“Every day of the trip we could see 
the crew on deck of the Speejacks, 
keeping tilings in shape and enjoying 
their long pull. 
Mrs. Bowen was often 
seen on the deck supervising things, 
and when we visited the yacht she was 
always having the time of her life, so 
she said, keeping her ‘house’ tidy and 
looking after her ‘boys.’ 
At night they 
always had a big time aboard the 
Speejacks. 
They have a big phono 
graph, yon know. and their wireless 
man broadcasted concerts to us." 
The S p e e j a c k s is equipped with wire 
less 
apparatus 
capable 
of 
sending 
about 1,<KK) miles and with an unlim­ 
ited receiving range. 
After she left 
the Eastern Queen at Teokea she sent 
several messages to Captain Swensen, 
telling him of her location and her 
progress. 
Reported “Lost.” 
“One funny little incident,” said the 
captain, “came on October 7, while we 
were in the middle of the Pacific. We 
picked up a message one night telling 
how a search was being instituted for 
the Speejacks. which had been re­ 


ported lost somewhere in the Pacific. 
I believe I’ve got a copy of the mes­ 
sage somewhere.” 
He looked through a bundle of pa­ 
pers and dug out a penciled note which 
read: 
“Los Angeles—Search Pacific being 
instituted 
for private 
motor yacht 
Speejacks with Capt. and Mrs. Gowen 
and party aboard. 
Gowen’s relatives 
announced sighting wreck, apparently 
abandoned, 
unidentified 
launch 
off 
Lower California, recently increased 
apprehension. 
Speejacks 
left 
New 
York for world tour in August last, 
reported leaving Cristobal for Honolulu 
ten days ago. 
Party included speci­ 
men hunters for American Museum of 
Natural History, also included Capt. 
Trevor Hogg, captain 1916 Princeton 
eleven.” 
“When we got this message we wired 
the Speejacks, 300 yards away, and 
asked her if she was still with us. 
Then we wired Los Angeles that Spee­ 
jacks was O. K., still tied to us and 
proceeding without difficulty toward 
Tahiti. 
Also wired Gowen’s secretary 
In Chicago that 
newspaper reports 
were to be disregarded. 


“On Her Own” Again. 
“We cut loose from Speejacks about 
90 miles off Teokea, 500 miles off T a­ 
hiti. 
Then we went on to Bago Pago 
xvi i h our consignment of case oil and 
left it there for the Speejacks to pick 
up when she carne along. 
Teokea is 
in the Tuoinoto archipelago ana Bago 
Bago is in Samoa, you know. 
I left 
oil a t both places for Mr. Gowen. 
“So far as I kept track of her the 
Speejacks was keeping to her .schedule 
in good shape. 
I heard from her at 
Teokea. Tahiti, Bago Bago, and Apia 
ii. Samoa. Suva in Fiji, Noumea in 
New Caledonia and Sydney. 
I heard 
a rumor aft o r I l of t Sydney that Mr. 
Gowvn’s drinking waler went bad on 
i'iin and that lie had to put In some­ 
where to renew lls supply; failed to 
find w ater and shipped a cargo of coco­ 
n u t ; and that they lived on coconut 
milk till they got to water. 
I don’t 
believe it. though, as the Speejaeks hail 
a lug fresh water supply and was 
equipped with a condenser to distill 
drinking water over from the salt lf 
necessa iv." 


S p e c ia lly Built f o r It. 
Mr. Gowen had the Speejaeks built 
specially in New York and he in sail­ 
ing her under the flag of the Adven­ 
turers’ club. The proposed tour of the 
world will include approximately 50,000 
miles and will take about 18 months 
for completion. 
Besides Mr. and Mrs. 
Gowen the boat has on board nine 
ethers, all men, including representa­ 
tives of tile American Museum of Nat­ 
ural History aud tile National Geo­ 
graphic society, as well as the Field 
museum 
of Chicago. 
Capt. Trevor 
Hogg, master of the ship, is an old 
college mate of Mr, Gowen, and was 
captain of the Princeton eleven in 1916 
'khe boat cost approximately $250,000 
and is equipped for a cruising radius 
of 3.000 miles without renewal of sup­ 
plies. 
The last word received in New York 
from the Gowen party was a cable 
sent from Mr. Gowen ar Ralaul, New 
Britain, to the Consolidated Shipbuild­ 
ers’ corporation. 
This was received 
several weeks ago, and said: “All well. 
Leaving today for Amboyna.”

Hon. Clarence Ousley, candidate 
for 
U. 
S.

was 
born 
in 
Lownden county, Georgia. 
He is a 
grad u ate of the A gricultural & Mj- 
chanical College of A labam a, and ha 
been a citizen of Texas fo r forty-ore 
years, coming b< re as a tu to r in OU 
M arvin College at W axahachie. 
He 
was first su perintend ent of public 
schools a t W axahachie, and later en 
tered the field of journalism .

was successively editor of F a rm and 
Ranch, 
editor 
Semi-W eekly Dallas 
F a rm News, m anaging editor Galves­ 
ton News, president and editor Ga* 
veston 
Tribune, 
m anaging 
editor 
H ouston Post, I' Hinder and editor of 
F o rt W o rth Record. 
Since the early nineties he has 
been an adm itty I leader in all Tex:.-; 
education 
and 
agricultural 
move­ 
ments. 
He was chairm an of the Con­ 
ference for E ducation in Texas which 
conducted 
a 
cam paign 
for 
r u n l 
school betterm ent for several years. 
He was chairm an of the board of re­ 
gents of the College of Industrial 
A rts and later was chairm an for a 
nu m ber of years of the board of re­ 
gents of the U niversity of Texas and 
did m ore for this g reat educational 
institution than any oth er man has 
ever done except those great philan­ 
thropists Colonel B rackenridge and 
M ajor Littlefield, who gave to the 
State University vast sum s of m o n e y 
and lands. 
Colonel Ousley not had­ 
ing the money a n i land to give, gave 
to the University of Texas several 
years of his beet thought, untiring 
beal and diligent attention to its most 
vital interests. 
He was also director 
of extension of ti e A. & M. College 
for six years, w here he likewise did 
great and effective service for that 
great educational institution. 
As a student of agricultural pr b- 
lems, particularly m arketing and ru- 
ra credits, 
he cam e into national 
prom inence some fifteen years agt . 
He was a m em ber of the American 
Commission appointed by President 
Wilson to study ru ral credit and oo- 
operative m ark etin g in Europe. Upon 
the research and leports of th a t com- i 
mission the federal F a rm Loan Bank 
System was constructed. 
Mr. Ousley | 
had a conspicuous part in the E uro­ 
pean investigations and also in fram ­ 
ing the F a rm Loan Act. 
In 1917 he 
was called to W ashington as assist­ 
an t secretary O' 
agriculture under 
P residen t W ilson w nere he se rv e d 1 
during and after the war. 
In that 
position he was charged w ith tile re­ 
sponsibility 
of 
stim u latin g an 
in­ 
crease of agricultural production in 
the United States to m eet the needs 
of the w ar, and was charged with 
adm inistrative responsibilities touch­ 
ing nearly every pnase of American 
agricultural life. 
He was a mem ber 
of the A gricultural Conference called 
by President Hat ding in Ja n u a ry last 
to serve on the Com m ittee of Credits 
with such men as Eugene Meyer Jr., 
of the W ar Finance Corporation, A 
S. Lever of the F arm Loan Board 
and Mr. Miller of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board. 
This was a distinct 
com plim ent to Colonel Ousley’s ad­ 
m inistrative genius, and practically 
an adm ission tim his equal could not 
be found within the ranks of the 
republican part}. 
He is better equip­ 
ped perhaps than any other man in 
the south to construct a companion 
system of co-operative credit for ag­ 
ricultural and livestock raising, so 
essential to the w elfare of Texas pro­ 
ducers. 
D uring his term of service 
as assistant secretary of agriculture 
of the United States, Mr. Ousley was 
in intim ate contact with the leaders 
of both the house and the senate and 
is credited with having been consult­ 
ed by them oftener perhaps than any 
other m an in W ashington. 
He is a 
leader, not a follower. 
He does his 
own thinking, and he thinks in term s 
of the w elfare of the whole people— 
not in the interest of classes and far 
tions. 
Both capital and labor rec 
ognize him as a fair man, desiring 
to do justice to both but refusing to 
give special favors to either. 
He is 
devoted to the principles of state an'! 
com m unity rights and resolutely op­ 
posed to interfere! ce by the federal 
governm ent in the control of staff 
and local affairs.
